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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  seen  some  changes  in  the  poHce  department,  with 
a  new,  full  time  Chief  of  Police  and  Patrohnan.  A  part  time  clerk-typist 
has  proved  to  be  helpful  to  the  department. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  crimes  committed  and 
accidents  reported  to  the  police  department.  The  decrease  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  department  has  a  staff  of  special  officers  who  have  given 
many  hours  to  patroling  and  helping  with  investigations  without  cost  to 
the  town. 

The  department  sought  and  received  federal  funds  which  enabled 
the  Chief  and  Patrolman  to  attend  and  complete  courses  in  Law 
Enforcement  without  cost  to  the  town.  The  Cadet  program  was 
continued  and  proved  to  be  very  successful.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
new  year  will  bring  more  federal  programs  to  Mollis. 

As  far  as  priorities  are  concerned,  the  police  department  recognizes 
that  adequate  protection  to  and  service  for  the  community  requires  that 
our  special  officers  be  utilized  to  a  fuller  extent.  Two  men  cannot 
undertake  to  accomplish  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  the  police 
department  in  a  town  the  size  of  Hollis. 

It  is  thought  that  the  Town  of  Hollis  has  been  progressive  in  its 
police  department  in  the  past  year.  It  is  further  anticipated  that  the 
next  year  will  bring  significant  dividends  to  the  citizens  of  Hollis  who 
have  thought  enough  about  their  security  to  provide  themselves  with 
progressive  law  enforcement.

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1972  HOLLIS  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

With  a  Little  Bit  of  Luck  and  You! 

1972  records  reflect  a  greater  effort  toward  fire  prevention  by  the 
Fire  Department  and  by  you.  Several  incidents  have  been  reported  that 
could  have  developed  into  a  home  fire;  except  for  a  bit  of  luck.  How 
should  we  live  in  '73?  Will  we  rely  on  luck  or  will  we  take  measures  to 
prevent  the  destruction  of  our  homes  and  families?  Fire  is  a  failure;  a 
failure  to  eliminate  fire  hazards.  The  Fire  Department  will  try  to 
continually  inform  you  of  these  fire  hazards.  It  is  your  job  to  remove 
these  hazards  from  your  home,  and  prevent  your  fire.  Remember,  in  the 
U.S.A.  a  home  burns  every  minute  of  every  day. 

If  you  should  have  a  fire  or  first  aid  emergency,  we  must  be  able  to 
find  your  house  quickly.  Because  of  the  town's  growth,  we  no  longer 
know  everyone.  This  has  become  a  problem  of  great  concern  to  the  Fire 
Department.  PLEASE,  post  your  house  number  where  it  is  readily 
visible  to  an  approaching  vehicle,  and  use  your  house  number  when 
reporting  an  emergency.  For  house  number  information  call  Henry 
Hildreth  465-2253. 

Although  the  town  has  grown  substatially,  the  number  of  men  of 
the  Fire  Department  has  not.  Our  daytime  men  have  been  more 
available  through  the  use  of  pager  radios.  The  modern  equipment 
purchased  in  recent  years  has  enabled  the  department  to  operate 
efficiently  without  increasing  the  size  of  the  roster.  Most  fire  depart- 
ment members  are  trained  in  first  aid  and  at  least  half  in  rescue.  Two 
men  have  received  Emergency  Medical  Technician  training  at  Harvard 
and  9  more  are  scheduled  for  similar  training  this  year.  Five  firemen 
have  trained  more  than  100  citizens  in  The  Multi-Media  Standard  Red 
Cross  Course.  Several  men  and  junior  members  received  training  in  fire 
fighting  at  Laconia  and  Fitzwilliams  Fire  Schools  the  state  fire  service 
training  program  has  also  been  used.  Two  officers  attended  a  weekend 
training  seminar  in  fire  ground  tactics.  The  Hollis  Fire  Department  is  a 
call  department.  Its  members  are  ordinary  citizens  of  our  community, 
who  leave  their  regular  work  to  respond  to  your  emergency.  Their  time 
at  training  is  voluntary. 

The  following  report  does  not  show  the  total  number  of  calls 
received,  as  some  were  for  general  information.  These  calls  should  be 
directed  to  the  Department  Officers  listed  in  the  telephone  book  under 
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department  information.  Even  more  serious  is  the  problem  of  children 
playing  with  the  telephone  and  either  intentionally  or  accidentally 
dialing  the  emergency  number.  These  calls  cannot  be  disconnected  until 
a  telephone  co-worker  is  located  and  travels  to  the  dial  office  to  release 
the  emergency  number.  During  this  time  it  is  impossible  for  anyone  to 
report  an  emergency.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  State-town 
program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the  Director, 
Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for 
fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares  equally  with 
the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except  illegal  and  careless  fires, 
which  are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State  further  provides 
fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town 
wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  controls  all 
outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person 
wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must 
obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M. 
unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an  extremely 
useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run  wild  it  can 
become  a  disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a 
forest  fire.

The  big  news  for  1972  was  the  acquisition  of  two  mihtary  vehicles 
under  a  Federal/State  Surplus  Property  Program  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 
An  Army  jeep  came  from  Fort  Devens  and  is  assigned  as  an  emergency 
vehicle  to  the  Police  Department.  Despite  earlier  mechanical  problems 
and  a  questionable  paint  job,  this  vehicle  will  soon  be  operational 
complete  with  metal  cab,  heater  and  decorated  in  true  "police  blue". 
The  other  vehicle,  a  IVi  ton  truck  from  Portsmouth  Navy  Yard,  was 
given  to  the  Fire  Department.  In  a  very  short  time  and  through 
extraordinary  efforts  by  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  truck  was 
converted  to  a  1200  gal.  water  truck  with  a  150  gal.  per  min.  pump 
contributed  by  the  Town  Highway  Department.  Its  color  is  "fire  red" 
and  has  backed  up  several  fires  in  1972. 

Under  a  new  NH  National  Guard  Community  Service  Program  the 
guard  has  visited  HoUis  twice  and  has  performed  much  needed 
maintenance  on  all  our  ex-miUtary  vehicles.  This  promises  to  be  a 
continuous  program. 

In  March  I  was  flattered  to  be  one  of  only  20  CD  Directors  in  the 
State  to  be  invited  to  a  seminar  at  the  NE  Conference  Center  in 
Durham.  We  met  with  top  Federal  and  State  CD  officials  and  all 
expenses  were  paid  for  by  the  State.  The  general  purpose  was  to  discuss 
mutual  planning,  organization  and  resources. 

In  May  I  attended  a  seminar  on  Emergency  Preparedness  in  Dover. 
The  major  highUght  was  a  very  reaUstic  disaster  exercise  testing  the 
city's  police/fire  departments  and  the  Dover  hospital  in  responding  to  a 
severe  school  bus  accident. 

Federal/State  funds  continue  to  be  extremely  low  but  our  support 
remains  excellent.  Even  the  FAA  promises  me  it  will  try  to  stop  the 
recent  influx  of  low  flying  military  cargo  planes  over  the  center  of 
town.

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1972  ANNUAL  REPORT 

TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 

A  major  modification  occurred  to  the  Big  Dickerman  Lot  when 
Hayden  Road  was  straightened  and  widened.  Approximately  one-half 
acre  of  Town  Forest  land  was  lost  in  this  operation.  In  this  instance  this 
was  the  best  route  for  the  project,  and  did  in  fact  relocate  the  road 
further  away  from  Toddy  Brook.  Diligence  on  the  part  of  all  citizens 
must  be  forthcoming  to  insure  that  this  does  not  become  a  precedent 
for  further  in-roads  of  town  lands  as  the  cheapest  and  most  expedient 
way  to  accomplish  objectives. 

1 ,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  and  gravel  were  mined,  for  road  building 
material,  from  a  borrow  pit  reactivated  on  the  Big  Dickerman  lot.  The 
crevasse  filling  forming  the  ridge  the  pit  is  located  in  will  continue  to  be 
mined  until  it  is  brought  to  a  grade  consistent  with  the  surrounding 
topography.  This  will  greatly  facilitate  access,  future  forestry  cultural 
and  harvesting  activities  and  improve  site  index  by  reducing  soil 
moisture  deficiencies. 

Forestry  activities  during  the  past  year  were  a  commercial  thinning 
and  releasing  operation  conducted  by  H.  Parkhurst  in  the  Four  Cornors 
and  Dunklee  Dam  areas,  and  a  salvage  operation  on  the  Hayden  Road 
right-of-way.

A  beaver  control  device,  to  control  water  level  above  a  beaver  dam, 
was  installed  twice  in  Parker  Pond  to  prevent  flooding  of  such  rare 
plants  as  sundews,  rose  pagonia  and  calapygon.  Our  efforts  were 
thwarted  by  the  beavers  on  our  first  attempt  and  it  was  necessary  to 
reinstall  the  device. 
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The  Town  Forest  is  now  listed  in  the  New  England  Register  of 
National  Areas.  Those  who  are  interested  in  learning  what  is  ecologically 
and  geologically  unique  about  our  Town's  Forest  are  invited  to  query 
members  of  the  Committee  who  will  be  glad  to  tell  you,  among  other 
things,  to  take  a  hike— in  your  Town  Forest,  naturally.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

Participation  in  recreational  programs  continues  to  be  on  the 
increase  this  year.  The  Commission  has  sponsored  programs  for  individ- 
ual recreation  through  local  organization  for  lessons  in  swimming,  tennis 
and  skiing;  winter  sports  equipment  sale  and  co-rec  volleyball. 

Team  instruction  and  competition  programs  have  been  expanded 
with  4  Major  and  2  Farm  Little  League  baseball  teams.  The  summer 
outdoor  basket  ball  league  under  the  direction  of  David  Cook  was 
expanded  to  4  High  School  teams  and  3  Jr.  High  Teams.  The  Babe  Ruth 
Baseball  teams  entered  a  small  town  league  and  enjoyed  a  rewarding 
year.  Saturday  morning  basketball  was  conducted  for  boys  grades  5-8. 
The  programs  were  successful  thanks  to  the  many  volunteer  leaders. 

The  base  work  for  the  quarter  mile  track  has  been  completed  and 
hopes  are  high  for  having  it  furnished  in  the  up  coming  year.  The 
Commission  endeavors  to  upgrade  recreation  in  keeping  with  the  grow- 
ing community.

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MOLLIS  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1972  Progress  Report 

In  1972  the  Commission  acquired  32,6  acres  of  the  Spaulding 
property  for  the  town.  This  property  is  adjacent  to  the  elementary  and 
middle  schools  as  well  as  to  HCC  land  already  held  on  Beaver  Brook, 
and  will  be  used  as  a  nature  study  area  as  well  as  for  preserving  a 
valuable  wetlands  area.  Fifty  percent  of  the  purchase  price  came  from 
town  funds  appropriated  to  the  Commission.  The  other  fifty  percent 
came  from  Federal  matching  funds  through  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation's  Soil  and  Water  Fund  administered  through  the  N.  H.  Office 
of  State  Planning. 

Costs  of  surveying  and  appraisal  required  for  Federal  funding  were 
covered  by  a  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation  engineered  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions. 

This  valuable  addition  was  made  possible  due  to  the  farsightedness 
of  the  townspeople  in  appropriating  monies  and  passing  legislation 
enabling  the  town  to  become  eligible  to  receive  these  matching  funds.  In 
February  of  last  year  a  well-attended  snowshoe  hike  was  held  for  the 
public  to  inspect  this  property. 

April  15th  members  of  the  HCC  and  the  Hollis  Garden  Club  helped 
the  5th  and  6th  grade  Civic's  Club  and  their  teachers  organize  and  carry 
out  the  Annual  Hollis  Clean-Up  Day.  The  same  day,  volunteers  from  the 
HCC,  students  and  other  townspeople  assisted  Mrs.  John  McLaughlin, 
the  Hollis  High  School  biology  teacher,  in  her  recycling  project  by 
loading  bottles  and  aluminum  cans  in  trucks  donated  for  the  occasion 
and  taking  them  to  recycling  collection  centers.  The  elementary  stu- 
dents, the  teachers  and  the  townspeople  should  be  commended  on  their 
great  efforts  and  cooperation  in  making  Hollis  a  clean  and  beautiful 
town. 

May  4th  through  6th  members  of  the  HCC,  high  school  studnets, 
teachers  from  both  schools  and  other  conservation-minded  citizens  took 
turns  manning  a  HCC  booth  at  the  Nashua  Mall,  where  the  Nashua 
Conservation  Commission  held  a  Conservation  Fair,  inviting  all  neighbor- 
ing conservation  commissions  and  nature  groups  to  participate. 

October  14th,  the  New  Hampshire  Forestry  and  Wildlife  Field  Day 
was  held  at  Beaver  Brook  in  Hollis.  Members  of  the  commission  and 
interested  citizens  were  trained  to  act  as  field  guides  for  that  day,  when 
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all  the  public  was  invited  to  learn  about  forestry  and  wildlife  manage- 
ment. October  16  through  20,  5th  through  8th  grade  children  through- 
out the  state  were  invited  to  visit  Beaver  Brook.  Almost  5000  children 
signed  up,  though  only  half  that  number  could  be  accommodated.  Our 
local  children  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  this  valuable  education 
experience. 

During  the  year,  members  of  the  HCC  attended  the  various  conser- 
vation-related meetings  in  Mollis  and  other  neighboring  towns,  including 
the  Nashua  River  Watershed  Association  meetings  and  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  N.  H.  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.

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1972  HOLLIS  HEALTH  REPORT 

During  the  year  1972,  many  complaints  were  handled  by  the  health 

officer.    A  problem   that  still    has   not    been    properly    solved,    but    I 

understand  it  will  be,  is  the  lack  of  a  good  water  system  at  our  high 
school. 

Again  this  past  year,  flies  were  a  big  problem  to  many  residents  and 
the  control  of  these  pests  is  more  difficult  because  of  the  new  pesticide 
control  laws  which  have  taken  some  of  the  most  effective  pesticides  off 
the  market. 

Many  water  samples  were  taken  this  past  year  to  insure  good  safe 
drinking  water  for  families  involved. 

A  new  sanitary  land  fill  dump  is  in  the  making  but  I  do  not  have  all 
the  details  at  this  time.  This  new  sanitary  land  fill  dump  will  have  to  be 
in  use  on  or  before  July  1,  1974. 

Proper  sewage  systems  are  a  must  if  we  are  going  to  safeguard  our 
community  against  any  contamination  coming  from  poor  or  improper 
drainage.  Any  property  owner  who  has  or  knows  of  a  sewage  problem 
should  take  it  upon  himself  to  take  care  of  the  problem  or  call  the 
health  officer  and  report  such  problems.  If  a  new  system  is  required,  a 
permit  must  be  obtained  from  our  local  building  inspector  to  insure  that 
the  new  system  will  be  proper  and  adequate.

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PLANNING  BOARD 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  has  had  a  very  active  year,  holding  17  meetings, 
particularly  concerned  with  reviewing  division  and  subdivision  plans.  The 
Comprehensive  Plan  Soils  Map  completed  in  1971  have  been  most  useful 
as  a  base  for  review  of  submitted  plans.  Fifty  six  applications  for  simple 
division  of  land,  4  applications  for  subdivisions  were  approved  during 
the  year,  for  a  total  potential  of  108  new  homes.  Three  additional 
subdivision  applications  with  a  total  potential  of  33  homes  were  under 
review  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  geographical  survey  of  the  town  was  completed  by  Richard 
Hardy,  in  search  of  potential  sanitary  land  fill  sites.  Two  sites  have  had 
on-site  investigation  for  possible  application.  Major  efforts  will  be 
initiated  in  the  spring  for  resolution  of  feasibihty  of  these  sites  by 
means  of  engineering  surveys,  test  borings,  etc.  The  present  town  dump 
must  be  phased  out  by  July  1,  1975  in  accordance  with  state  law. 

Property  map  effort  is  continuing  under  the  very  major  efforts  of 
A.  Chandler  and  F.  Gemmill.  The  Town  has  been  divided  into  twelve 
map  areas.  Property  outlines  are  being  entered  based  on  deed  description 
and  field  work.  Over  50  percent  of  the  total  land  area  has  been  plotted. 
A  request  for  expansion  of  town  center  parking  facilities  has  been 
received.  Preliminary  plans  have  been  developed  and  interest  will  be 
determined  at  the  town  meeting. 

The  board  has  not  expended  significant  funds  during  the  year. 
However,  in  anticipation  of  sanitary  land  fill  plans  it  is  expected  that 
major  expenditures  will  be  required  during  1973,  1974,  and  1975  as 
noted  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Report.  The  use  of  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
for  the  engineering  survey  has  been  proposed  to  he  Selectmen. 

Meetings  for  1973  will  be  held  on  the  3rd  Monday  of  each  month 
in  the  Town  Hall,  starting  at  7:30  p.m.  All  regular  meetings  are  open  to 
the  public.  The  board  recommends  any  property  owner  concerned  with 
changes  in  land  use,  or  proposed  subdivisions  or  divisions,  review  his 
plans  with  the  Board  in  advance.

Single  family  residences  and  mobile  homes  combined  increased  by 
about  the  same  number  as  single  family  residence  alone  in  1971, 
although  percentagewise  the  increase  was  only  about  one-half  as  large. 

It  appears  that  higher  taxes  and  higher  land  values  together  have 
caused  more  land  to  become  available  for  home  building  in  Hollis. 

With  family  incomes  increasing  at  a  rate  faster  than  prices  in 
general,  the  outlook  is  for  part  of  the  increase  in  purchasing  power  to 
continue  to  go  into  homes  and  the  land  to  build  them  on. 

The  estimate  of  cost  of  construction  for  new  building  in  Hollis  for 
1972  amounted  to  about  one  miUion,  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

With  a  tax  rate  of  forty-five  dollars  per  thousand  this  would  bring 
in  new  revenue  of  about  eighty  thousand  dollars,  or  enough  to  maintain 
the  present  tax  rate,  providing  any  increase  in  town  expenses  could  be 
held  to  about  nine  percent.

The  very  wet 
year  and  the  lack  of  available  laborers  when  needed  were  two  of  the 
reasons  for  such  a  slow  unproductive  year,  plus  the  very  hard  digging  we 
ran  into  on  our  construction  projects. 

Grading  did  not  seem  to  do  as  much  good  as  usual  because  within  a 
day  or  two  more  rain  would  come  and  the  pot  holes  soon  would  be 
back. 

Some  widening  was  done  on  No.  Pepperell  Road,  more  should  be 
done  this  year. 

The  special  appropriation  this  year  was  to  relocate  the  Beaver  Brook 
bridge  on  Worcester  Road  but  after  a  closer  examination  it  was  thought 
that  the  badly  washed  out  and  narrow  bridge  on  Federal  Hill  Road 
known  to  some  as  Peacock  or  School  House  Hill  was  the  more 
dangerous  of  the  two.  A  six  foot  by  twenty  four  foot  culvert  pipe  was 
installed;  some  more  work  will  be  done  to  finish  the  job. 

The  usual  amount  of  old  stone  culverts  were  replaced  with  pipe  to 
make  for  a  better  drainage  system. 

This  year  as  usual  we  resurfaced  about  one  third  of  our  paved 
roads,  approximately  ten  miles  with  a  saving  of  some  $1,000.00  for  sand 
that  we  screened  from  a  local  pit  instead  of  buying  processed  material, 
we  hope  to  do  the  same  this  year. 

About  3000  feet  of  new  road  was  accepted  into  our  highway 
system  this  year,  namely,  Winchester  Drive  off  Pierce  Lane  and  Fox  Den 
Road  off  Laurel  Hill  Road  after  being  constructed  by  the  developer.  We 
expect  some  4000  feet  will  be  accepted  off  S.  Merrimac  Road  in  1973 
which  will  bring  our  total  mileage  to  nearly  '65'  miles  of  paved  and 
graveled  roads,  which  is  taking  more  attention  every  year  due  to  our 
population  growth  and  transient  traffic  problems  with  very  little  change 
in  the  personnel  of  the  department.  It  is  of  great  concern  to  your  Road 
Agent  as  to  just  how  much  can  be  done  on  time. 

Town  Road  Aid  project  was  to  start  rebuilding  Hayden  Road  from 
Rt.  122.  Approximately  five  tenths  of  a  mile  was  completed,  the  very 
rough  terrain  made  progress  very  slow.  Relocation  was  necessary  to 
improve  drainage  and  vision  and  to  improve  the  very  icy  contitions  in 
the  winter  due  to  shaded  spots. 
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Ice  is  our  biggest  problem  in  the  winter  because  there  is  so  little 
that  we  can  accomplish  until  the  storm  is  nearly  over.  The  decision  is 
then  made,  whether  to  and  when  to  salt,  sand,  plow  or  all  three  and  just 
when,  so  as  to  benefit  the  most  people  and  the  school  busses.  The 
number  of  available  men  at  a  time  like  this  is  very  small  resulting  in  a 
serious  strain  on  our  small  department  working  around  the  clock.  It  can 
be  very  tiring  after  twenty-four  or  thirty-six  hours,  it  is  also  dangerous 
for  men  and  equipment. 

It  is  hoped  by  us  all  that  somehow,  sometime  in  the  near  future  an 
adequate  work  force  will  be  acquired  so  as  to  make  for  a  more  efficent 
and  effective  Department.

REPORT  FOR  1972 

A  review  of  events  '72  would  indicate  progress  in  our  efforts  to 
maintain  a  normal  growth  pattern.  We  are  very  conscious  of  the 
importance  good  zoning  plays  as  a  basic  tool  for  orderly  growth.  The 
active  participation  and  understanding  of  the  towns  people  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  in  maintaining  good  zoning.  We  are  subjected  to 
external  pressures  that  are  not  in  the  best  interest  of  our  community  so 
we  need  and  seek  your  help  and  guidance. 

The  Selectmen  take  particular  pride  in  the  accomplishments  of  the 
Planning  Board  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment.  The  time  and 
effort  extended  by  these  people  has  and  will  continue  to  pay  dividends 
to  our  town.  As  the  pressures  of  growth  in  Southern  and  Central  New 
England  continue,  it  is  impossible  to  over  stress  the  necessity  to  retain 
the  fine  countryside  atmosphere.  We  presently  enjoy  urban  advantages  in 
a  suburban  area.  Later  this  year,  some  suggested  changes  will  be 
presented  to  hopefully  broaden  and  improve  our  zoning  ordinance. 

The  greatest  asset  any  community  can  have  is  its  youth.  Mollis  is 
justifiably  proud  of  its  young  people  and  it  demonstrates  its  pride  in  the 
support  of  its  schools  with  over  80%  of  its  tax  revenue.  This  past  year 
was  no  exception  when  a  new  Middle  School  was  voted  and  83%  of  our 
revenue  went  toward  providing  a  good  education  opportunity.  A  look  to 
the  future  makes  it  imperative  that  this  state  enact  legislation  to  provide 
broader  tax  base  for  the  support  of  public  education. 

Local  assessing  is  an  area  of  constant  change  with  new  trends  being 
set  by  inflationary  pressures.  The  appreciation  in  real  value  far  out 
weighs  any  depreciation  that  takes  place.  This  is  particularly  true  in 
value  of  the  above  average  housing.  House  lot  values  continue  rapid 
appreciation  with  location  of  lot  becoming  a  greater  factor  in  its  value. 
This  will  have  to  be  recognized  in  the  very  near  future.  The  new  homes 
under  construction  provide  the  assessors  with  a  much  broader  perspec- 
tive of  value  as  they  progress  to  completion. 

A  brief  comment  on  the  progress  of  our  full  time  Police  Depart- 
ment under  the  direction  of  Chief  Paul  Bosquet  is  in  order.  When  the 
Town  voted  two  years  ago  for  better  coverage  and  protection  it 
presented  a  real  challenge  for  those  involved.  There  have  been  obstacles 
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to  overcome  as  in  the  operation  of  any  new  venture,  but  the  continued 
interest  of  our  Police  Force  and  the  Citizenry  is  resulting  in  the 
development  of  a  fine  PoUce  organization.  Our  Auxiliary,  Special  and 
Regular  Officers  look  forward  to  any  challenge  that  presents  itself. 

The  Hollis  Fire  Department  has  continued  its  fine  work  in  the  area 
of  Fire  Prevention,  First  Aid  and  Rescue.  We  should  all  be  grateful  for 
the  dedication  we  get  from  these  men. 

The  Highway  Department,  as  always,  is  looking  ahead  to  provide 
good  and  safe  roads  for  your  travel.  We  continue  to  have  serious 
problems  in  getting  labor  when  we  need  it. 

An  area  of  particular  concern  at  Town  Meeting  '73  will  be  the 
presentation  of  a  new  plan  for  Central  Communications.  The  needs  of 
Police,  Fire,  Civil  Defense  and  Town  Officers  have  put  an  intolerable 
burden  on  our  present  dispatching  service. 

Other  events  too  numerous  to  mention  provide  your  Selectmen  with 
a  busy  schedule.  We  look  forward  to  visits  from  residents  with  con- 
structive criticism  of  our  activities.  Your  suggestions  and  assistance  make 
our  efforts  very  satisfying.

RSA  76:11  provides  for  delivery  of  the  list  (warrant)  to  the  collector 
within  thirty  days  of  receipts  of  approval  of  the  tax  rate  unless  for  good 
cause  the  time  is  extended  by  the  commission.  The  collector  shall  within 
thirty  days  after  receipt  of  the  warrant  from  the  selectmen  (assessors) 
send  out  the  tax  bills  unless  for  good  cause  the  time  is  extended  by  the 
commission. 

RSA  76: 11-a.  Information  Required.  The  tax  bill  which  is  sent  to 
every  person  taxed,  or  his  agent,  if  known,  as  provided  in  section  11, 
shall  show  the  rate  of  municipal,  school  and  county  taxes  separately. 
The  1972  rate  breakdown  reflects  a  proportionate  share  of  the 
Reimbursement  a/c  Property  Exempted  by  1970  Special  Session  for 
each  unit  of  government. 

RSA  76:13  provides  that  if  tax  bills  are  mailed  on  or  before 
November  1  interest  is  not  charged  if  payment  is  made  on  or  before 
December  1.  However,  if  tax  bills  are  mailed  between  November  2  and 
15  inclusive,  interest  is  not  charged  if  payment  is  made  on  or  before 
December  15.  In  the  event  that  tax  bills  are  not  sent  until  after 
November  15  interest  shall  not  be  charged  on  taxes  paid  on  or  before 
December  30. 

The  tax  bill  which  you  mail  must  contain  the  date  from  which 
interest  will  be  charged  and  this  date  is  determined  by  the  date  you  sent 
the  last  bill  on  the  list  committed  to  you.  It  is  also  required  by  statute 
that  you  notify  this  commission  in  writing  of  the  date  on  which  you 
send  the  last  bill.  There  is  enclosed  a  form  for  this  purpose.

3.  Voted  to  pass  over  this  article  without  action. 

4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application  for  and 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  School  District  any  or  all  grants  or  other  funds 
for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming 
from  the  United  States  Government  or  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  or  from  any  other  source. 

5.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,103,009.18  for  the 
support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
district. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  articles  was  declared  by  the  moderator  to 
have  been  adopted  in  the  affirmative.  On  a  motion  by  Mrs.  Colson,  duly 
seconded,  the  meeting  was  recessed  until  after  the  close  of  balloting  on

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SYNOPSIS  OF  SPECIAL  SCHOOL  MEETING 

January  12,  1972 

A  special  school  district  meeting  was  held  at  Walters  Auditorium 
with  approximately  640  in  attendance.  Mr.  Roger  Hammond  was  sworn 
in  as  moderator  pro  tem  by  School  District  Clerk,  W.  Boyd  Weston. 
Prayer  of  invocation  was  given  by  Rev.  Rockafellow.  The  moderator 
read  the  warrant,  the  court  decree,  and  report  of  the  Budget  Committee, 
recommending  that  the  sum  of  $718,000  be  spent  for  building  of  a  new 
school. 

Mr.  Leo  Lutz  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $718,000  for  constructing  and  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an 
addition  at  the  Elementary  School;  that  to  raise  this  appropriation,  the 
School  Board  be  authorized  to  borrow  $718,000  under  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act;  that  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  appropriation,  the  School 
Board  be  authorized  to  apply  any  State,  Federal  or  other  funds  toward 
the  foregoing  purposes  according  to  the  terms  under  which  such  funds 
are  received;  that  any  interest  received  from  temporary  investments  of 
the  bond  proceeds  shall  likewise  be  applied  for  such  purposes  and  that 
the  School  Board  be  authorized  to  take  all  necessary  action  to  carry  out 
this  vote.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Cohen. 

Following  the  discussion,  polls  were  declared  open  for  voting  at 
9:14  p.m.  Polls  were  closed  at  11:15  p.m.  The  results  of  the  ballot  vote 
was  633  votes  cast,  necessary  to  pass  -  422,  443  -  yes,  190  -  no.  Vote 
carried. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  article  was  declared  by  the  moderator  to 
have  been  adopted  in  the  affirmative.  On  a  motion  by  Mrs.  Colson,  duly 
seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  11:35  p.m.

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MOLLIS  SCHOOL  BOARD 

1972  REPORT 

The  past  year  has,  like  any  other  school  year,  been  crammed  full  of 
surprises,  disappointments,  frustrations  and  accomphshments. 

Shortly  after  the  approval  of  the  Middle  School,  the  school  board 
and  Building  Comm.  found  themselves  faced  with  the  hard  cold  facts 
that  $718,000.00  could  not  provide  a  Middle  School  as  proposed.  After 
many  meetings  with  the  Architect  —  Building  Committee  and  legal 
counsel  it  appeared  that  the  school  could  be  built  as  presented  with  the 
balance  of  the  Carter  Fund.  This  was  done  and  hopefully  the  5th  and 
6th  grades  will  move  into  the  building  during  the  spring  vacation. 

The  opening  of  school  before  Labor  Day  caused  something  of  a  stir. 
However,  attendance  records  were  average.  Next  year  we  will  be  back  to 
the  Wednesday  after  Labor  Day. 

Shortly  after  school  opened,  the  new  High  School  well  decided  to 
get  back  into  the  news.  WhOe  there  seems  to  be  an  ample  supply  of 
water,  the  quality  and  the  color  had  become  a  serious  problem.  The 
State  got  involved  and  once  again  the  school  board  found  itself  faced 
with  what  to  do.  Surveys  were  made  again,  including  studies  of  the 
water  shed  area,  and,  as  originally  proposed,  it  was  decided  to  use  this 
water  supply.  Plans  have  been  made  to  proceed  with  this  project  in  the 
spring.  Hopefully,  this  will  solve  the  school  water  problem  for  many 
years  to  come. 

The  guidance  and  assistance  which  we  have  been  receiving  from  the 
Supervisory  Office  has  been  greatly  improved.  A  request  for  two 
Assistant  Superintendents  and  the  elimination  of  the  Teacher  Consultant 
position  received  unanimous  approval  of  all  Union  No.  40  members. 
This  change  in  our  Administrative  staff  at  the  Union  office  should 
benefit  all  of  us.  When  you  stop  to  realize  that  the  District  Budgets  will 
top  the  6  million  mark  this  year  and  the  Superintendent  is  expected  to 
be  responsible  for  all  areas  of  the  school  system,  it's  no  surprise  that 
more  help  is  needed.  Hollis  alone  has  grown  in  the  last  ten  years  from  a 
total  budget  figure  of  $314,190.41  to  well  over  the  million  mark. 

We  should  all  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  not  many  towns  the  size  of 
Hollis  can  boast  of  a  school  system  1-12,  and  also  of  the  highest 
quality.  This  is  true  only  because  of  the  farsightedness  of  the  school 
board  members  you  have  had  and  the  support  of  the  towns  people. 
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The  cause  and  need  for  increase  in  school  and  teachers  is  fairly 
simple.  It  is  numbers.  Until  the  population  of  Hollis  stops  growing  there 
will  be  an  ever  increasing  need  for  more  rooms  and  more  teachers.  As  of 
this  writing,  there  are  approximately  51  building  permits  out  for  homes 
being  planned,  under  construction  or  about  to  start  construction,  this 
does  not  include  those  already  completed  last  year.  (1972)  This  means 
that  if  each  home  averages  2  youngsters  we  are  talking  about  100 
students  =  to  4  classrooms  and  4  new  teachers.  Please  don't  blame  your 
school  board  when  they  tell  you  what  is  needed  to  meet  the  legal 
responsibility  of  education. 

Our  problems  will  not  go  away,  whatever  they  might  be,  nor  will 
they  be  solved  if  no  one  cares.  We  must  go  on  and  continue  to  build, 
not  a  plush  school  system,  but  a  good  solid  sound  one  and  one  which 
will  have  lasting  results.  This  is  what  your  school  boards  have  done  in 
the  past  and  that  is  why  Hollis  has  what  it  has  today.  Ask  yourself  what 
would  we  have  and  where  would  we  be  today  if  the  voters  of  Hollis  had 
been  swayed  by  the  few  people  who  said  years  ago  we  don't  need  more 
room. 

The  time  may  come  when  we  are  on  a  year  round  school  program 
but  that  is  not  the  final  answer  to  building.  This  will  allow  you  to 
educate  X  number  of  students  more  in  the  same  number  of  rooms,  but 
there  comes  a  time  when  even  this  is  not  enough. 

What  I'm  really  trying  to  say  is  that  the  five  members  on  your 
school  board  do  have  an  honest  and  sincere  desire  to  give  the  best 
education  they  can  for  the  dollar  -  to  the  children  of  Hollis.  In  all  the 
meetings  that  I  have  attended,  never  once  can  I  say  there  was 
squandering  of  funds  or  that  the  Hollis  Voter  was  not  getting  his 
moneys  worth.

We 
may  not  be  number  one  and  we  are  far  from  perfect,  but  we  do  care 
and  we  do  try,  and  so  my  parting  words  to  you  are  —  please  have  faith 
in  your  board  members  for  they  need  your  support  to  make  their 
efforts  productive.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  SCHOOL  REPORT 

HOLLIS  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Citizens  of  Hollis: 

The  summer  of  1972  marked  one  of  the  fastest  growth  periods  the 
Elementary  School  has  experienced.  On  December  31st  we  had  53  more 
youngsters  enrolled  in  grades  1-6  than  when  we  closed  school  in  June 
for  the  summer  vacation. 

The  Gesell  Readiness  Test  was  given  to  all  incoming  first  graders. 
This  test  was  administered  to  each  youngster  individually  by  Mrs, 
Martha  Philbrick  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Kinsley. 

The  Readiness  Room  is  for  youngsters  who  are  six  years  old  by  the 
calendar  but  are  developmentally  younger.  We  are  concerned  with  social, 
emotional  and  physical  growth  as  well  as  intellectual  growth.  Mrs. 
Priscilla  Levasseur  is  our  Readiness  Room  Teacher  this  year.  The 
youngsters  spend  a  year  in  the  Readiness  Room  and  then  go  into  first 
grade.  This  program  is  proving  most  successful  in  meeting  the  needs  of 
these  youngsters  thru  many  varied  activities. 

Mrs.  Joan  Frye  is  working  half  a  day,  five  days  a  week  as  a 
Learning  Disabilities  Teacher.  This  does  not  meet  the  needs  of  all 
youngsters  needing  instruction  and  so  we  asked  for  parental  help. 

In  an  effort  to  train  parent  volunteers  and  teachers  we  have  been 
running  a  Learning  Disabilities  course  on  Wednesday  afternoons  from 
2:30  -  4:30  p.m.  We  have  had  forty  teachers  and  parents  taking  this 
course  in  an  effort  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  the  Learning  Disabled 
youngster. 

The  teachers  have  continued  working  with  tapes,  records,  and 
talking  story  books  provided  by  the  State  Library.  Teachers  are 
individualizing  the  programs  by  using  tape  recorders  and  record  players 
attached  to  a  listening  station,  by  using  reading  kits,  activity  centers  and 
teacher-made  individualized  Reading  and  Math  programs. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grade  did  an  extensive  unit  in  budgeting  family 
income.  They  had  several  speakers  from  Nashua  banks  and  as  a 
culminating  activity  they  visited  three  banks  in  Nashua. 

Fifth  and  sixth  grade  youngsters  again  organized  the  Annual  Hollis 
Clean-up  Day  through  the  Civics  Club  and  the  help  of  the  Woman's  Club 
and  Jeffrey  Smith.  Miss  Carole  Aliskevicz  is  the  faculty  adviser. 

The  sixth  grade  classes  attended  Otter  Lake  Conservation  School  for 
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one  week  in  April.  The  Brookline  sixth  graders  attended  the  same  week. 
This  was  done  to  provide  an  atmosphere  where  the  youngsters  from 
both  towns  could  meet  before  the  first  day  of  school  in  grade  seven. 
There  was  a  great  deal  of  social  growth  as  well  as  educational  growth 
during  this  week  of  school  camp.  The  sixth  grade  teachers  from  each 
school  accompany  the  youngsters  for  the  week. 

The  new  staff  members  on  our  staff  this  year  are  Jeanne  Smith, 
Art;  Suzanne  Carlson,  1st  grade;  Nancy  Towle,  6th  grade;  Carole 
Chiarenza,  6th  grade;  Carl  Shaw,  6th  grade. 

Mrs.  Savage,  Miss  Aliskevicz  and  Mrs.  Johnson  worked  for  four 
weeks  on  the  Reading  Program.  They  listed  all  the  Reading  Skills  at 
each  level  and  designed  levels  skills  sheets  for  each  youngster.  This 
should  really  help  in  continuous  development  of  reading  skills  from  year 
to  year. 

The  Parent-Citizen  Volunteer  Program  has  progressed  very  well 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Richard  Navaroli.  She  has  committee 
chairmen  working  in  various  areas  as  follows:  Mrs.  William  Wehrle, 
Leaming  Disabilities;  Mrs.  Nancy  Leppanen,  Room  Mothers;  Mrs.  Roger 
Saunders,  Library;  Mrs.  James  Radcliffe,  cafeteria  workers.  We  presently 
have  136  volunteers  working  in  the  Elementary  School. 

The  conditions  are  very  crowded  at  the  Elementary  School.  We  have 
very  little  space  for  working  with  small  groups.  The  Speech  Therapist 
uses  my  office  all  day  Monday  and  the  Learning  Disabilities  Teacher 
uses  it  Tuesday  through  Friday  mornings.  We  are  using  half  of  the 
library  for  a  classroom.  Hopefully,  these  conditions  will  be  eased  when 
we  enter  the  Middle  School. 

The  youngsters  closed  out  the  year  on  a  very  nice  note  by 
collecting  canned  goods  and  money  to  buy  turkeys  and  fresh  fruit  for 
eight  food  baskets.  These  were  given  by  students  in  place  of  gifts  to 
teachers.  The  eight  baskets  were  delivered  by  the  church  Deacons. 

A  special  thank  you  to  Mr.  Jeffrey  Smith  for  his  help  in  going  on 
Science  field  trips  with  all  grade  levels.  He  is  also  working  with  fifth  and 
sixth  graders  in  developing  a  nature  trail  behind  the  Elementary  School 
and  at  the  Middle  School. 

The  entire  staff  has  continued  to  work  hard  in  an  effort  to  better 
meet  the  needs  of  individual  students.  With  the  increased  help  received 
this  year  from  the  community  we  have  come  closer  to  meeting  the  goal 
of  individualized  instruction  for  youngsters,  and  feel  we  are  reflecting 
the  type  of  education  desired  by  the  community  because  of  their 
involvement.

HOLIIS  AREA  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  enrollment  at  Hollis  Area  High  School  on  December  31,  1972 
was  587  students.  Of  this  number  392  students  were  from  the  town  of 
Hollis,  190  students  from  Brookline  and  there  were  5  tuition  students 
from  Nashua.  The  breakdown  by  grade  was  as  follows: 

Grade  7-116  students;  Grade  8-112  students;  Grade  9  -  103 
students;  Grade  10  -  94  students;  Grade  11-84  students;  and  Grade 
12-78  students. 

The  building  has  been  extremely  crowded  but  with  construction 
underway  for  the  new  Middle  School  relief  is  in  sight.  Both  the  faculty 
and  student  body  are  to  be  commended  for  their  excellent  work  under 
these  crowded  conditions. 

The  following  new  staff  members  came  to  Hollis  Area  High  School 
in  the  fall  of  1972.  Mrs.  Audrey  Northway  is  a  member  of  our 
Humanities  Department.  Mrs.  Northway  is  a  1972  honors  graduate  of 
Gettysburg  College  with  a  major  in  history  and  replaces  Mr.  Frank 
Turner  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Chehnsford,  Mass.  Ms.  Liane 
Apostolos  is  a  new  member  of  the  junior  high  Humanities  Department. 
Ms.  Apostolos  is  a  1972  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
with  a  major  in  Enghsh  and  she  replaces  Mrs.  Sandra  Hinghnam  who 
moved  from  the  area.  Miss  Elaine  Dube  is  a  new  member  of  the  Foreign 
Language  Department.  Miss  Dube  is  a  1972  graduate  of  Rivier  College 
with  a  major  in  French  and  she  replaces  Mr.  Frank  Vaine  who  left  Hollis 
to  return  to  graduate  school.  Mr.  Owen  Matthews  is  a  new  member  of 
our  Science  Department.  Mr.  Matthews  is  a  graduate  of  Harvard 
University  with  a  Masters  Degree  from  Case  Western  Reserve,  he  has  12 
years  teaching  experience  and  replaces  Mr.  James  Leary  who  returned  to 
graduate  school.  All  four  new  staff  members  replaced  existing  staff 
members  so  that  there  was  no  increase  in  the  teaching  staff. 

Mr.  Robert  McGettigan  assumed  increased  duties  as  Assistant  Prin- 
cipal. Mr.  McGettigan  has  taken  charge  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
program  in  preparation  for  the  eventual  move  to  the  Middle  School. 
Mrs.  Lillian  Lund  was  hired  as  a  part  time  teacher  to  teach  some  of  the 
classes  formerly  taught  by  Mr.  McGettigan.  Mrs.  Lund  is  a  graduate  of 
Rivier  College  with  a  major  in  English  and  has  had  previous  teaching 
experience  in  Hollis. 
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HoUis  Area  High  School  has  undergone  some  major  curriculum 
changes  in  1972.  First  the  junior  high  school  Humanities  program  was 
re-structured.  It  was  felt  that  much  more  emphasis  needed  to  be  placed 
on  the  basic  skills  of  reading,  writing,  spelling,  outlining,  etc.  It  was  also 
felt  that  the  social  studies  aspect  of  the  problem  needed  a  stronger 
textbook  approach.  The  new  program  includes  specific  units  in  grammar, 
sentence  structure,  spelling  etc.  and  employs  a  textbook  for  much  of  the 
program.  The  ninth  grade  Humanities  program  was  also  changed  to 
become  an  elective  course.  Students  in  the  ninth  grade  may  choose  to 
take  either  Humanities  III  or  a  course  entitled  Communications  Skills. 
This  course  deals  with  improving  the  basic  means  of  the  student's 
communication,  reading,  writing  and  speaking.  It  is  more  traditional  and 
structured  in  nature.  The  Humanities  program  itself  continues  to  receive 
praiseworthy  comments  around  the  state  and  this  fall  was  cited  for  a 
Major  Achievement  Award  from  the  New  Hampshire  Council  for  Better 
Schools. 

Changes  also  occured  in  other  areas  of  the  school.  The  Science 
Department  replaced  the  General  Biology  courses  with  specific  semester 
courses  in  Zoology,  Human  Anatomy  &  Physiology,  Botany  and 
Genetics.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  increase  student  interest  and 
motivation.  The  Mathematics  Department  added  a  course  in  Elementary 
Algebra.  It  is  a  two-year  sequence  designed  for  those  students  who  are 
not  ready  for  Algebra  I  and  covers  the  material  in  Algebra  I  in  two 
years  rather  than  one.  The  Foreign  Language  Department  has  begun 
instruction  in  German.  We  have  22  students  taking  first  year  German 
this  year.  Combining  this  with  present  courses  in  French  and  Spanish 
gives  us  outstanding  Foreign  Language  offerings  for  a  school  our  size. 
The  Building  Trades  course  in  the  Industrial  Arts  Department  has  begun 
construction  of  a  storage  shed  in  back  of  the  school  shop  and  the 
department  has  also  introduced  a  course  in  Electricity. 

Two  programs  of  special  note  were  approved  by  the  School  Board 
during  1972.  The  first  is  a  survey  of  the  graduates  of  HoUis  High  from 
the  last  five  years.  Conducted  in  conjunction  with  a  Master's  thesis  at 
Fitchburg  State  College  it  will  attempt  to  solicit  former  student's 
opinions  on  the  particular  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  school.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  results  will  serve  as  a  guide  for  future  planning.  The 
second  program  is  a  series  of  released  time  afternoons  for  in-service 
training  for  staff  members.  Begun  in  December  of  1972,  it  will  continue 
through  the  remainder  of  the  school  year  and  will  be  geared  to  helping 
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teachers  perform  in  the  middle  school  and  to  make  use  of  space  freed 
up  at  the  high  school  and  elementary  school. 

On  Thursday  evening  June  8,  1972,  75  seniors  were  graduated  from 
HoUis  Area  High  School  Due  to  inclement  weather  the  graduation 
exercises  were  held  in  the  gym.  The  Valedictorian  of  the  class  was  Miss 
Debra  Adams,  the  Salutatorian  Mr.  Andrew  Quick,  and  the  graduation 
address  was  given  by  Mr.  Joel  Mitchell  of  the  faculty.  Below  is  a  Ust  of 
the  graduates  with  their  immediate  plans  along  with  a  Ust  of  awards 
given  for  the  1971-1972  school  year.

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CONCLUSION 

While  improvements  are  being  made  constantly  in  our  educational 
programs  and  facilities,  the  attention  of  the  citizenry  is  being  increas- 
ingly focused  on  the  cost  of  support.  In  an  era  when  not  only  are  costs 
rising,  communities  are  being  required  to  lay  out  large  sums  for  various 
kinds  of  public  works,  whether  as  a  result  of  legislation  or  the  demands 
of  a  growing  population.  Federal  and  state  governments  are  meeting 
these  needs  in  some  measure,  but  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  local 
property  owner  in  New  Hampshire  is  feeling  the  impact  rather  directly. 
Probably  it  is  due  partly  to  this  that  more  people  today  are  asking 
about  foundation  aid  to  school  districts.  The  story  of  what  has 
happened  since  this  form  of  support  was  written  into  law  in  1951 
should  provide  the  local  taxpayer  with  some  answers. 

As  originally  conceived,  foundation  aid  was  designed  to  provide 
equal  pubhc  school  educational  opportunity  throughout  the  state.  It  was 
recognized  that  some  districts  were  more  capable  than  others  in  meeting 
school  costs,  and  because  education  is  the  responsibility  of  the  state, 
this  law  in  theory  would  at  least  assure  an  up-grading  of  schools  which 
could  not  offer  the  same  kind  of  program  as  those  located  in  com- 
munities with  a  more  favorable  tax  base.  The  following  table  illustrates 
how  the  law  has  been  implemented:

Not  only  has  the  number  of  districts  receiving  foundation  aid  decreased, 
but  of  more  significance  is  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  aid  being  received 
by  these  districts,  in  relation  to  per  pupil  costs,  is  decreasing.  Averaging 
elementary  and  high  school  costs  over  the  years,  aid  which  varied 
considerably  in  excess  of  10%  at  times  has  now  dropped  to  7%,  due  to  a 
decrease  in  foundation  aid  funds  appropriated  by  the  state  legislature. 

Foundation  aid -is  but  one  form  of  state  assistance,  and  while  the 
intent  of  the  statute  was  not  to  provide  financial  help  to  all  districts, 
the  trend  of  all  programs  of  assistance  has  been  down.  Several  years  ago, 
the  total  amount  of  state  assistance  was  approximately  1 1%;  it  is  now  at 
a  level  of  4%,  making  it  necessary  for  local  districts  to  absorb  the 
difference. 
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Educators  and  the  general  public  alike  are  awaiting  the  results  of 
court  action  with  regard  to  the  support  of  public  schools.  The  chances 
are  that  the  local  property  tax  will  always  be  an  integral  part  of  any  tax 
structure;  it  remains  to  see  what  relief  might  be  afforded  the  home 
owner  if  it  is  determined  that  it  constitutes  only  a  part  of  monies  to  be 
raised  for  the  support  of  education.  One  thing  will  remain  unchanged, 
however,  and  that  is  that  education  will  continue  to  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  state,  regardless  of  the  financial  support  it  renders. 
How  responsible  is  yet  to  be  seen.
